ing aboard the liner Queen Eliza­ 
beth. 
Secretary of State Dulles h ead ­ 
ed a delegation on hand at the 
airport to greet Eden. 
There was a U. S. A rm y honor 
guard, carrying the A m erican and 
B ritish flags side by side, and 
riflem en stood at attention in a 
giant rectangle about the plane. 
There had been a steady rain 
all m orning. 
A t a news conference, before 
debarking from the Queen Eliza­ 
beth, Eden term ed “adm irable” 
th e President’s reply to 
Soviet 
P rem ier Bulganin’s proposal for 
a 20-year peace pact.

There are just two directions in which a community 
can travel—it either moves ahead to bigger and better 
things in the future or it drops back to lesser import­ 
ance and the Chamber of Commerce is THE one organ­ 
ization in any community that provides the motive 
power to move forward.

If only fifty percent*of those who paid dues would 
give fifty percent as much time to trying to improve 
Sikeston, the results would be astounding. 
We repeat, the Chamber of Commerce is THE one 
most important driving force in any community and 
YOU are the Chamber of Commerce. When you com­ 
plain the Chamber of Commerce is not doing anything 
YOU are talking about yourself. The measure of suc­ 
cess a Chamber of Commerce achieves depends entire­ 
ly on what share of the load YOU shoulder. It is not 
enough to just pay the dues and hang a card on the 
wall—that doesn’t make YOU a real member, it just 
qd(H another kibitzer to criticize the efforts of others. 
YOUR Chamber of Commerce is conducting a mem­ 
bership campaign and it needs YOU as an active par­ 
ticipating member, not just your dues, lf YOU are 
one of those who are paid up, why not take advantage 
of your privilege to be one of those who are trying to 
make YOUR home town a better place to live in and 
clo business in? Serve when you are asked to; attend the 
meetings called to discuss plans that will help YOU; 
go to the monthly qjembership meetings and hear what 
the speakers have to say. You might enjoy them and, 
at least, you would learn something new that could 
help YOU in your business. 
And this is right off the top of the deck— 
YOU are the one who will decide whether your Cham­ 
ber of Commerce accomplishes much or little — not 
someone else.

A fter sw allow ing part of the 
contents of a bottle of Coca-Cola 
on Jan . 23, 1954, Miss Leathers 
had discovered a piece of 35-mm 
movie film in the bottle. She had 
becom e ill and had sought a doc­ 
tor’s advice. Evidence was pre­ 
sented to th e effect that silver 
n itrate on the film had been ab­ 
sorbed into th e beverage. 
Evidence also w as presented to 
the effect the bottle was m arked 
“Sikeston” on the bottom. 
Judge Ju stin R uark, considering 
the testim ony of tw o witnesses, 
plus the bottle m arking, found 
th a t though each of them by it­ 
self “would fail to connect 
the 
bottle w ith the defendant, w hen 
taken together they are m utually 
supporting. 
“Collectively,” 
he said, 
“they 
m ake up the evidence from which 
the ju ry could have found or con­ 
firm ed the defendant’s responsi­ 
bility for the bottle w hich con­ 
tained the film. 
B ut Judge Ruark said he agreed 
w ith the bottlers that the ju ry ’s 
aw ard was excessive, and th a t the 
judgm ent would be reversed if 
Miss L eathers was unw illing to 
accept an aw ard of $250. 


Senator Thomas C. H ennings, 
Jr., senior United States Senator 
from M issouri, in a speech in the 
Senate recently declared in fa­ 
vor of long-range planning for 
this nation’s foreign aid program .

I rise to make a brief speech 
on long term foreign aid com m it­ 
m ents. The President of the U nit­ 
ed States in his State of the U n­ 
ion m essage asked the Congress 
to enact 
legislation 
perm itting 
long-range planning in our for­ 
eign aid program s. He asked the 
Congress to grant the Executive 
a lim ited authority to m ake com ­ 
m itm ents to some of the un d er­ 
developed countries, now the p ri­ 
m ary targets for Russian Com ­ 
m unist aggression, w hich will in ­ 
volve expenditure of m oney by 
this country for a considerable 
num ber of years. 
Y esterday at his press confer­ 
ence, the President indicated th at 
he w as still very anxious to get 
the approval of Congress for long 
range planning in foreign aid and 
in effect, renew ed his request for 
our approval. 
M any thoughtful people, includ­ 
ing distinguished m em bers of this 
body, have questioned the advis­ 
ability of long range com m itm ents 
in foreign aid and have suggest­ 
ed th at the Congress proceed w ith 
caution in authorizing such p ro­ 
gram s. I respect their opinion. 
Foreign aid is a com plicated 


m atter and if not skillfully h an d ­ 
led can result in great in ju ry to 
our dom estic economy and to our 
own people here at home. T here 
are equities and special consider­ 
ations that m ust 
be 
w eighed 
against each other to achieve a 
w ell-balanced 
policy. 
For 
in ­ 
stance, in m y own state of M is­ 
souri, 
tho cotton grow ers 
m ay 
well be affected adversely by the 
construction of the Aswan Dam 
in Egypt, which would perm it the 
grow'th of tw o million acres of 
cotton under irrigation conditions. 
This cotton will, in time, be in d i­ 
rect com petition in the 
w orld 
m arket w ith that 
grown 
here. 
M any other exam ples can be c it­ 
ed. 
Congress Would Control 
By m aking long range au th o ri­ 
zations, how ever, 
the 
Congress 
does not lose control of the situ a­ 
tion. The Congress, through its 
pow'er over annual appropriations 
for all foreign aid program s, m ay 
and w ill carefully scrutinize tho 
progress of such program s, and 
if the Congress finds any project 
not being properly carried out, 
or because of u changing w orld 
situation, no longer in the n a ­ 
tional interest, the Congress m ay 
cut off the money im m ediately. 
The long-range planning of this 
country’s struggle against com ­ 
m unist aggression, and the long- 
range conduct of that struggle are

There is a legal phase to the 
contracts reached between the CIO 
Auto Workers Union and the major 
auto producers which call for a 
guaranteed annual wage in modi­ 
fied form, and which are widely 
believed to be a pattern for future 
demands on other industries.

As taxes rise and new ones are 
invented and regulations and re 
gtrictions of municipal, state and 


federal bureaus become more op­ 
pressive and most costly to imple­ 
ment. America's free 
enterprise 
system—based on rewards for risks 
taken—provides more and

risk and less and less take-home re­ 
ward. And unless business men who 
can’t be bothered with politics start 
smartening up and speaking up 
and fighting for our economic sys­ 
tem, the rising risk curve will meet 
the reward curve coming down . ..

operate 
should distribute their relief funds 
for the jobless. Governor Williams 
in Michigan and Governor Harri­ 
man. in New York obligingly a- 
greed—without bothering the voters 
that the CIO plan is hunky-dory. 
But in Ohio, as is well known 
the Governor and the legislature 
balked. The CIO then took the SUP 
issue to the people, along with an 
effort to boost state compensation 
to as much as $59 a week and ex­ 
tend the blessing to 39 weeks—pro­ 
viding a maximum, tax-free $2,301 
for nine- months of not working! A 
record-breaking off-year vote re­ 
jected the proposal by a three-to 
two vote. It is therefore obvious 
that the CIO did not "deliver” its 
members’ votes, in spite of atren 
uous campaigning. But it should be 
remembered that this 
proposed 
grab met with organized opposition 
from business men who stumped 
the state and by every medium of 
communication informed the voters 
on the evils of the bill that Gover­ 
nor Lausche called “ fantastic.” 
Whether SUP survives this set­ 
back. or not. there will be many 
another effort by labor leaders and 
bureaucrats to seize, not merely 
power, but control of business and 
industry, And unless those, all ov­ 
er America, who believe in free en­ 
terprise and who have made it 
work are willing personally to ex­ 
ert themselves in its defense—as 
patriotic Ohians did — our days 
of economic progress are number­ 
ed.

Don S. Foster, executive vice 
president of he Missouri Delta 
Development Commission,

in the Missouri Ozarks, reveals that 
MDDC has been working on 
this 
project an dhas completed a survey 
of potential supply and adaptabil­ 
ity of cottonwood and 
willow as 
basis ingredients for the manufac­ 
ture of newsprint for a plant to be 
located in the Mississipi River re­ 
gion of Southeast Missouri. 
We have a statement by a chem­ 
ical engineer with the Forest Pro­ 
ducts Laboratory about the pulp 
and paper making characteristics 
of the cottonwood and willow’. He 
states “These woods produce useful 
pulp by all the pulping processes,” 
adding, “in a recent experiment 
with cottonwood and willow w'e dis­ 
covered that paper 
comparable 
with standard newsprint in most 
properties, was obtained with sev­ 
eral combinations of pulps, some 
of which contained ninety per cent 
cottonwood. 
We have contacted several large 
newsprint manufacturers and oth­ 
ers who produce toweling, tissue 
paper, special boards and corru­ 
gated boards. We have recommend­ 
ed ttey make a thorough study of 


the river cities in Southeast Mis­ 
souri as desirable 
locations for 
such a process because of the un­ 
limited supply of water as well as 
an adequate supply of wood. In ad­ 
dition there is in close proximity 
the Ozark pine as a supplement 
to this supply for a mixture based 
on tensile strength. 
Foster stated, it is our thinking 
that with the need established, the 
availability of an adequate supply 
of short fiber material along the 
Mississippi River and the long fi­ 
ber soft woods in the Ozarks to­ 
gether with other factors of ade­ 
quate water, power, 
gas. 
and 
transportation facilities, that a pulp 
mill could operate profitably 
in 
Southeast Missouri. 
Our job. Foster pointed out, is lo 
mobilize our strength at both the 
state and local levels toward blung­ 
ing such a plant into Missouri. It 
has been our purpose to interest 
large capital since financing a pulp 
mill will require millions. An of­ 
fer has been made of the land for 
the mill and local cooperation in 
securing the raw material supply. 
We hope our people will back the 
movement and assist the press and 
other leaders secure a newsprint 
plant which will put into use our 
forest crops in Missouri.

struggle for the next little while, 
at least, appears to be one waged 
in the economic field instead of 
by armed conflict. 
It may, indeed, be true, as Gen­ 
eral. Ridgway is telling the na­ 
tion, that our military strength 
is not w hat’ it might be, because 
of political considerations. 
But 
all the world knows our econom ­ 
ic strength is far greater than 
that of any adversary. A ll that 
w e need in any conflict within 
the economic field is the ability 
to plan the use of our natural re­ 
sources, combined with the ini­ 
tiative and scientific skills of our 
people, over a long-term period. 
It is for a limited and reasonable 
authority to do this that President 
Eisenhower is asking. I hope sin­ 
cerely his request w ill be grant­ 
ed. 
In this connection, m ay I call 
attention to the great surpluses of 
agricultural products which now 
glut 
the 
nation’s 
warehouses. 
Their 
existence 
depresses 
our 
whole farm economy, so that we 
are forced to artificial price sup­ 
ports to assure our farmers of an 
adequate parity for their 
pro­ 
duce, as compared with the goods 
they m ust buy. One way in which 
we m ay help hungry m illions of 
people in the 
under-developed 
countries 
against 
that 
despair 
which turns ignorant people to­ 


wards communism is the wise use 
of our agricultural surpluses of 
cotton, w heat and corn and oth­ 
er products for which the govern­ 
ment is spending millions of dol­ 
lars each year to store in ware­ 
houses. Our enem ies have no such 
surplus. I don’t speak of buying 
either allies or friends. No one 
can buy allies or friends. I urge 
that our surplus commodities bi 
used in a partial effort to feed 
and clothe the impoverished m il­ 
lions in Europe, Africa and Asia. 
not only to aid these needy peo­ 
ple 
(in itself a proportion oi 
great m erit), but to ani ourselves 
as a nation whose economy is 
presently endangered by the glut 
of agricultural surpluses.

BILLY GRAHAM IN ASIA

MADRAS, India — Among m a­ 
ny thousands of people who pour­ 
ed into Madras from all paris of 
India to hear Billy Graham was 
©ne man who walked over 400 
miles. He preached 
at 
villages 
along the way. 
When told about the man Billy 
replied, 
“I am not worthy of 
preaching to that man. I should be 
fitting at his feet.” 
One hundred people from Hy­ 
derabad, 800 miles away, rode a 
train four days and nights. They 
had been praying in a 24-hour 
prayer chain for weeks that God 
would bless India through Billy. 
When all 
accommodations in 
town were gone people went from 
house to house 
seeking 
rooms. 
Hundreds slept in the open. They 
had come to hear a man who had 
the peculiar talent for talking 
about God in a language 
that 
people could understand. 
Morning meetings at 7 o’clock 
and evening meetings at 6 o’clock 
were scheduled for three days. 
The morning meetings w'ere held 
for ministers, with more than 5,- 
000 on hand at dawn for the first 
meeting. 
Over 30,000 turned out for the 
evening rally. Some of the people 
sat at the site all day About 3,000 
were present by 2 p.m. Billy has 
had larger crowds but there -was 
something different about 
this 
©ne. People, some dressed in rags 
and others in the finest of silk 
robes, sat there on grass mats and 
waited. 
Most were barefooted. 
Men and women never sit to­ 
gether in church. There was no 
hum of conversations. People were 
Quiet. It was an unreal quietness. 
There were two choirs of 300 
•ach. One sang in English, the 
other in Indian dialect. An Indian 
band played music which had a 
foot-patting beat to it. 
Billy stepped up to the mike. He 
had two interpreters instead of 
the usual one. The message had 
to be translated into Telegu and 
Tamil dialects. He would stop af­ 
ter each phrase or sentence and 
had plenty of time to scratch his 
head before time to speak again. 


India has hundreds of dialects.: 
People can live 20 miles apart and i 
not be abl? to understand tach 
other. Billy spoke about a man 
by the name of Jesui Christ. Some 
of the people , in the strange con­ 
gregation had never before heard 
of Him. To others, Christ was 
just one of thousands of other 
gods, but Billy described Him as 
the only God, with the Bible quo­ 
tation “I am the way, the truth I 
and the life. No man cometh un­ 
to the Father but by Me.” He 
added: 
“Many Indians seem to have the 
idea that Christianity is a western 
religion. That is wrong. 
There 
were Christian churches in India 
before America was 
discovered. 
Christ was an easterner. His skin 
was not as light as mine and ft 
was not as dark as yours.” A wire 
service dispatch quoted Billy as 
saying Christ was a Negro. 
He 
did not say that. 
He described Christ as the only 
road to heaven and then told ea­ 
ger listeners they could only get 
there by repentance of sin and 
receiving Jesus by faith. 
He gave the invitation. The re­ 
sponse was immediate. The front 
aisle was filled in minutes. Some 
of those standing before the plat­ 
form wore a tiny dot in the fore­ 
head—the sign of a Hindu holy 
man. A man knelt with his face 
in the dust. Pitiful little children 
with their ribs showing stood there 
looking up. Members of the high 
and low castes stood side by side. 
The front aisle was becoming dan­ 
gerously filled and Billy had to 


ask people to stand where they 
were. In the counseling room a to­ 
tal of 1,389 signed decision cards. 
But over 4,000 Gospels of John 
were given out. There were not 
enough Tamil, Telegu and English 
counselors to go around. 
On the second night 904 signed 
cards and over 1,000 signed deci­ 
sion cards the third night. 
Probably the most 
impressive 
service of the Madras meetings 
was a morning address to 7,000 
students of the area. Billy stress­ 
ed the folly of rejecting Christ be­ 
cause the human mind cannot un­ 
derstand all about Him intellect­ 
ually. 
Two hundred and fifty of the 
students responded to the invita­ 
tion. A missionary in India for 
many years said, “These are the 
finest young men and women in 
India. This is the first time any­ 
one has ever reached their hearts 
with the Gospel of Christ.” 
His 
eyes were filled with tears. 
During three days in 
Madras, 
Billy spoke to over 1,000,000 In­ 
dians end recorded about 4,000 
decisions for Christ. Bulganin and 
Khurshchev didn’t do as well.

TAX FACTS NO. 3 
Don’t Pay Tax on Wrong Income 
(This is one of a series of arti­ 
cles on federal income tax filing. 
The articles are based on infor­ 
mation provided by the American 
Institute of Accountants and the 
Missouri Society of Certified Pub 
lie Accountants.) 
You may think that listing your 
income is the easiest part of tax 
filing. 
Actually, according to the 
Internal Revenue Service, this is 
where taxpayers make the great­ 
est number of errors. 
Not all the money that 
may 
have come to you during 1955 need 
to be reported on your tax form. 
For example you may have re­ 
ceived “dividends” on an 
insur­ 
ance policy. 
Don’t list them 
as 
dividends, because they are con­ 
sidered merely a refund of par 
of the premium you paid. 
Don’t include Social 
Security 
Act benefits, or payments receiv 
ed under Workmen’s Compensa­ 
tion laws. 
Don’t list gifts you received, al­ 
though the giver may have to pay 
a gift tax. However, tips and other 
compensation for services 
must 
be reported. 
Do not report inheritances and 
bequests. The estate may be tax­ 
ed but not the recipient. 
Personal Damages Not Taxed 
Damages received for personal 
injuries are not considered taxable 
income, whether 
awarded by a 
court or settled out of court. 
When listing your income you 
can also forget about government 
benefits to veterans and their fa rn 
Hies. except non-disability retire­ 
ment pay and 
the 
interest 
on 
terminal leave bonds. 
The interest on state and mu­ 
nicipal bonds is also tax exempt. 
Although compensation for serv 
ices is generally taxable, whether 
paid on money or otherwise, the 
law specifically exempts the rent­ 
al value of a parsonage furnished 
to a minister or the rental allow­ 
ance expended by him for this pur 
pose. 
The official tax instructions con­ 
tain-a list of the types of income 
which should not be included in 
your tax return. It is important to 
check this carefully. 


Prizes and Awards 
There is an interesting rule on 
prizes — they are only taxable if 
you worked for them. 
Even the 
slightest action on your part to 
earn the prize—such as appearing 
on a quiz program or writing a 
slogan—makes it taxable income. 
But prizes awarded for scientific, 
literary or 
other 
achievements 
without any action by you to bring 
about your selection would be re­ 
garded as gifts to you rather than 
taxable income. 
Some income, such as limited 
amounts of “sick pay” 
and the 
first $50 of certain dividends, must 
be explained in the tax return but 
are not taxed. 
The instructions that come with 
your tax forms give further infor­ 
mation.' 
Help is also available 
from th elnternal Revenue Serv­ 
ice. which urges you to consult a 
properly qualified advisor if you 
need outside assistance.
